Evidences of races older than the 
Incas have been found. Estimates of 
scientists as to the age of these civiliza- 
tions vary from two thousand to six- 
teen thousand years. 

Mr. Poor referred to the A, B, C, of 
South America, Argentina, Brazil and 
Chili, and said that these three coun- 
tries were coming to regard the United 
States with more trust, due largely to 
our action in twice restoring order in 
Cuba and twice retiring from the island, 
Jeaving it in the hands of the natives. 

The lecture was a most instructive 
and enjoyable one and the lecturer was 
warmly applauded at the conclusion.

Interesting Talk 


At the South church last Sunday 
morning Rev. Lawrence A. Wilson of 
Butte, Montana, spoke to the congre- 
gation on “Redeeming the Ugliest City 
on Earth.” His talk was a vivid des- 
cription of Butte, situated in the midst 
of the mining country, itself being a 
mining city. Nothing beautiful can 
grow here, for the sulphur fumes rising 
from every section of the city, kill all 
vegetation. Mr. Wilson compared the 
city at night as it was lighted up with 
the glare of hundreds of furnaces, with 
Dante’s Inferno. 

Besides being the ugliest city, it has 

been called the wickedest city on earth, 
and it is the resort of the riff-raff of all 
communities. Only seven per cent of 
the people who live there have homes, 
the other ninety-three per cent either 
living in boarding-houses or anywhere 
they can get a place. Crime is very 
prevalent, the police exercising very 
little control over the people, they being 
tools of the grafters who govern the city. 
There are 242 saloons and only forty 
churches in this place, which covers an 
area two-thirds as large as the British 
Isles. 
Mr. Wilson is a young man, earnest 
in his work and enthusiastic over every- 
thing that makes for good in this city 
that is a blot upon the face of nature, 
and he thrilled his audience by his 
graphic description.

The record of 
disappointments, disheartenment and 
scepticism encountered at this time on 
all sides she has herself written in “Our 
Irish Theatre.” ~ Even when the theatre, 
through the assistance of Miss Horni- 
man of Manchester, had become a 
reality there were new battles to fight, 
for like every new thing, many found it 
difficult of acceptance, and. some there 
were whose fevered imaginations con- 
ceived that its founders were animated 
solely by a diabolical desire to libel Irish 
character. And when, after these 
battles were won, the theatre seemed in 
danger of closing for lack of playwrites, 
when other plays than those of Yeats 
and Synge were needed to keep the 
Abbey theatre going, she set herself to 
learn the difficult art of playwriting. 
“T began,” she says, “by writing bits 
of dialogue, when..wanted. Mr, Yeats 
used to dictate parts of ‘Dairmuid and 
Grania’ to me, and I would suggest a 
sentence here and there. Then I, as 
well as another, helped to fill spaces in 
“Where There Is Nothing’... . Later 
in the year we wrote together ‘Kathleen 
ni Houlihan’. ... For the ‘Pot of 
Broth’ also I wrote dialogue and J 
worked as well at the plot and con- 
struction of some of Mr. Yeats’ poetic 
plays, especially ‘The King’s Thresh- 
old’ and ‘Dierdre’; for I had learned by 
this time a good deal about playwriting 
to which I had never given thought 
before.” But the dramatic ability with 
which she is apparently so unwilling to 
credit herself, was of a more than or- 
dinary sort, and with an increasing skill 
in the handling of dramatic material 
Lady Gregory passed on to the writing

A Note on Lady Gregory 


To assign Lady Gregory her rightful 
place in Irish letters it would be neces- 
sary to trace in detail and from its be- 
ginning the story of the Irish National 
Theatre. America knows her only as 
the author of many sprightly plays, 
dramatic anecdotes, wherein Irish life 
and character is presented with remark- 
able penetration. In her other aspects, 
as a writer of more ambitious plays on 
subjects drawn from Irish history and 
legend, as a tireless collector of the 
beautifully imaginative, fast-vanishing 
Irish folk-lore, or as a translator of the 
great cycles of-Irish legend, America 
knows her, .if at all, only very slightly, 
though W. B. Yeats, praising her for the 
vigor and nobility of her language, places 
her work in this latter field beside that 
of Mallory. Certainly no one can read 
sympathetically her ‘‘Cuchullain” or 
her ‘Gods and Fighting Men”’ without 
carrying away with him an increased 
capacity for the perception of beauty in 
its endlessly varied embodiments. For- 
ests have a deeper enchantment for the 
man who has hunted with the Fianna, 
skies a more incredible radiance when 
he has heard the Swan-Children singing 
in them. Yet if justice cannot be done 
Lady Gregory in this brief space, some- 
thing, at least, of the significance of her 
work can be made apparent in the light 
of the aims and aspirations of the 
literary circle to which she belongs. 

As long ago as the nineties Yeats, 
whose genius had begun to be recog- 
nized, declared his belief that ‘‘by 
studying and translating the Gaelic

THE OLDEST TRUST 


MORE ON PROHIBITION 


Editor, Andover Townsman: 


The question of temperance and 
national prohibition is of such tre- 
mendous importance to our people that 
I take the liberty of asking for a still 
further opportunity of stating the case 
from my view-point, in answer to your 
courteous -reply—-to--my~-former--com- 
munication. It isa pleasure to have the 


discussion on the basis of principles and |. 


methods instead of personalities. 

There is always room for a difference 
of opinion with reference to the methods 
to be used to accomplish a given result; 
but the thing that I cannot understand 
is why men do not apply the same logic 
to the liquor situation that they do to 
other problems that have to do with 
the health, wealth and happiness of our 
people. 

Your argument with reference to con- 
ditions in Maine, which seems to justify 
your position, is really in my opinion 
one of the strongest arguments for 
national prohibition. One of the reasons 
why Maine has been unable to enforce 
the State prohibitory law is because 
she has had to contend with the power 
of the organized liquor traffic in the 
United States, which exercises a per- 
fectly devilish ingenuity in helping law- 
less men to disregard the laws of a State, 
and also furnishes ample funds for de- 
fending the law-breakers and saving 
them, if money, ability and influence 
can do it, from the penalty of. their 
crime. 

In addition, the State of Maine also 
has to contend with the United States 
government, which for $25.00 will issue 
an internal revenue certificate to anyone 
who wishes to deal in alcoholic liquors, 
and then washes its hands of responsi- 
bility for the actions of the holder of 
the certificate. The State thus is de- 
prived of the co-operation of the national 
government in persecuting the law- 
breakers. If the attitude of the national 
government toward liquor-selling® in 
Maine were the same as its attitude 
toward moonshiners in Kentucky, 
liquor-selling in Maine would be as un- 
common “as robbery and murder are 
today. Our object in working for 
National Constitutional Prohibition is 
to secure this co-operation of the Federal 
Government in preventing both the 
sale and the manufacture of alcoholic 
liquors as a beverage. 

Years ago'in certain sections of our 
country there was an annual scourge of 
yellow fever. The States independently 
tried to crush it out, but with no-suc- 
cess, because there were always some 
ports more careless than others. When, 
however, the National Government 
took the matter in hand and established 

a national quarantine, and also extended 
its efforts to the place from which the 
yellow fever was imported, the epidemic 
ceased, and yellow fever is practically 
unknown in this country.today. I be-

This report presents such an unfavor- 
able contrast to conditions in other 
towns of about the same population as 
Andover, as seen in recent visits by 


members of the School Committee, that. 


we feel the citizens of the town should 
be informed of these conditions and 
would therefore ask you to publish this 
report in the Townsman. ; 


REPORT ON 
PUNCHARD SCHOOL 


“There are eight rooms in the Punch- 
ard building, including the assembly 
hall, but not counting the large closet 
used for typewriting. Of these eight 
rooms, four,—numbers one, two, four, 
and six,—were intended for study rooms, 
Three years ago, when the school was 
much smaller than it is now, each room 
accommodated one of the classes. By 
putting desks in every possible corner, 
in one case the desk is not visible front’ 
the teacher's desk, these four rooms 
have been made'to accommodate 129 
pupils, leaving 55 to be provided for 
elsewhere. 

In order to do this, room five, planed 
and equipped for commercial work only, 
has had to be used for the past two 
years as a study room. It should be ex- 
plained, perhaps, that, by “study room” 
is meant a room in which a: class or 
division of pupils is seated by perman- 
ent assignment, each. pupil having );a 
desk in which his books and papers are 
kept, and where he reports in the morn- 
ing and at other times as his head- 
quarters. 

As these desks in room five are de- 
signed for book-keeping, and are needed 
for filing the work of the book-keeping 


pupils, the inconvenience of using them, 


also for: the. books and papers of other 
pupils is apparent. .As there are three 
divisions, or. classes; in book-keeping, 
the inconvenience has become a positive 
hindrance to effective work. 
At the beginning of the present school 
year it was found that there were still 
thirty-two more pupils than. there were 
| desks, even though room five was used 
i to its full. capacity.. As room. three is 
a science laboratory, equipped merely 
with chairs and laboratory tables, this 
could not be used as a study room with- 
out giving up all laboratory work in 
physics, botany and zoology, which was 
hardly to be thought of. Room seven 
is a basement room, used both for chem- 
istry and domestic science. Its heating, 
ventilation, and lighting are such as to 
render it unfit for use as a study room,

Ings and Churches In Rome Violently 
Wrenched—Eight Thousand Report- 
ed Killed’ In One Town Which Is 
Completely Destroyed — Special 
Prayers Offered by Populace 


Italy has again been visited by an 
earthquake of great extent, according 
to the latest advices, which has de- 
stroyed towns and villages and re- 
sulted in the death of 12,000 persons 
and injury to possibly 20,000 more. 

The town of Avezzano, sixty-three 
miles east of Rome, hag been lev- 
eled to the ground; 8000 persons are 
reported to have been killed. 

In many small towns surrounding 
Rome buildings «were partially 
wrecked, while at Naples a panic oc- 
curred. Houses fell at Caserta, @ 
short distance to the east. 

Historic buildings on the Plazza 
Colonna, in the centre of Rome, were 
damaged, as was also the famous 
Farnese palace, occupied by the 
French embassy. The belfry of the 
Church of St. Andrea is in-danger ot 
falling. 

A large crowd gathered in the 
square in front of the Column of 
Marcus Aurelius, observing with in- 
terest to a point about half way up 
the monument. Here the column has 
been broken and twisted. The im- 
Mense bronze statue of St. Paul on 
top of the column also has been 
thrown from its correct position. 

So violent was the shock that the 
dome of the Church of St. Charles 
Colinari wag cracked. A large piece 
of the cornice of the Jesuit Church of 
St. Ignatus broke and fell. 

Ceilings in many of the houses fell, 
a number of persons being injured in 
that manner. 

A colossal statue at the Basilica of 
St. John in Lateran, which occupied 
@ position visible from many parts of 
Rome, fell and wag shattered on the 
steps of the edifice. 

Several sereet car lines suspended 
operationg because. of the damage 
caused by the earthquake. 

At Monte Rotondo three persons 
were killed and two wounded, at Za- 
garolo the dome of a church fell, 
at Paliano part: of the cathedral -was 
wrecked, at Veroli two persons were 
killed and two injured, at Tivoli one 
person was killed, at Pereto five 
| houses collapsed, and at Poggio Na- 

tivo one person was killed and sev- 
eral were injured. 

Thus far it has been impossible to 
communicate with the ancient forti- 
filed city of Aquila, owing to the in- 
terruption of the telegraph service. 
it is reported, however, that several 
villages were destroyed in that vi- 
cinity. a 

At Torrei Cajetana, about thirty- 
seven miles east of Rome, the en- 
| tire village was almost destroyed, 
| while at Arnara the muniéipal build- 

ing collapsed. 

At the capitol two magnificent can- 
@iesticks fell and were broken. At 
the Palabbo del Drago, where Amert- 
can ambassador Page lives, several! 
cracks in the building which already 
had existed opened wider, and plaster 
fell in several of the rooms. The 
glass was broken in the embassy of- 
fice. : 

In addition to the statue of St. Paul 
on the column of Marcus Arelius, the 
facade ofthe Church of St. John 

| Lateran was damaged and the statue 
of the Saviour, which is fifty feet 
high, was twisted out of plumb. 

In the Lateran palace the earth- 
quake caused cracks of sufficient size 
to permit of the light from outsiae 
penetrate the building. The hall ot 
the chamber of deputies likewise was 
cracked. 

Among other edifices damaged were 
the churches of St. Andria Fratte and 
St. Agatha of the Goths, the latte: 
being the oldest church of Teutonic 
origin in Rome. 

When the shock was felt the fright- 
ened populaca rushed into the 

churches, but the police ordered them 


out of those which were in, danger ot 
Collapsing. In all the churcheg in 
the city, after the shock had subsided, 
Special prayers were offered for deliv- 
erance from disaster. 

It is Officially announced that the 
centre of the earthquake was between 
Campobasso and Sarno, ahd that it 
was felt strongly at Perugia and 
slightly ag far north as Ferrara.

NEW YORK’S UNEMPLOYED 


Total of 125,000 Women Among the 
562,700 Who Are Out of Work 

According to figures compiled for 
the Public Forum of the Church of the 
Ascension, a partial list of the unem- 
ployed in Greater New York totals 
662,700. The number of homeless 
persons in the city who have not the 
price of shelter ig estimated at 60,- 
000. 

The figures were obtained by Sam- 
uel A. Strodel, who wag assigned to 
the task of counting the unemployed 
in the city by a committee of the Pub- 
lic Forum. Arrangements were made 
to turn over the report to City Cham- 
berlain Bruere, who agreed to con- 
sider it in an official capacity. 

Strode] found that about 125,000 of 
the total 562,700 unemployed were 
women, and in-ascertaining condi- 
tions, which was part of his work, he 
found that immorality was greatly on 
the increase.

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“MAKE REDRESS 


British Reply to Note on Ship- 
ping \s Friendly In Tone 


SOME GRATIFYING ABMISSIONS 


Controversy Will Resolve itself Into 
Frank Discussion of Points at Is- 
sue—Principles as Stated by Ameri- 
ca Are Conceded—Britain’s Sta- 
tistics Considered Misleading 


Great Britain’s preliminary reply to 
the note from the United States gov- 
erhment requesting an improvement 
in the treatment of American com- 
merce by the British fleet was’ made 
pubHe in Washington and in London 
by mutual agreement between tue 
state department and the British for- 
eign office. : 

The British communication concurs 
with the view of the United States | 
that commerce between neutral na- 
tions should be interfered with only 
when imperatively necessary, and of- 
ficials of the Washington government 
construed it as conceding that the 
principles expressed by the American 
note were just and upheld by the pre- 
viously accepted usages. of interna- 
tional law. 

‘Briefly, the British note; while 
conceding the principles of the 
American government’s contentions, 
points out difficulties in actual prac- 
tice, refers to alleged fraudulent 
practices by shippers and cites sta- 
tistics showing an increase rather 
than a decrease in certain neutral 
commerce, in support of Great Brit- 
ain’s-suspicions.. that Germany and 
Austria have been indirectly obtain- 
ing contraband through neutral coun- 
tries. — . 

The note promises, however, that 
Great Britain will “make redress” 
whenever the action of the British 
fleet “may unintentionally exceed” the 
1imits of international law. 

While they are generally reserved 
in their comment, it may be stated 
authoritatively that high officials ot 
the United State government regard 
the tone of the note as entirely friend- 


The admission by great Britain of 
one of the chief points in the Ameri- 
can: note—that the relations between 
neutrals were those of normal] times, 
of peace and not of war—was gratify- 
ing to officials, who believed that the 
controversy would now resolve itself 
into a frank discussion of what were 
tthe actua} necessities of the case 
which impel interference by a belliger- 
ent when suspecting that the ultimate 
destination of a neutral cargo is bel- 
ligerent territory. v 

he statistics brought forth to show 
that commerce between the United 
States and neutral countries contigu- 
ous to Germany and Austria had ‘in- 
creased materially since the outbreak 
of the war were regarded here as mis- 
leading. ~ 

The admission of Great Britain 
that as to foodstuffs and conditional 
contraband, Lord Salisbury’s doc- 
trine, quoted in the American note, 
would be followed in practice by the 
British, foodstuffs being held up only 
when destined to an enemy force, 
also was pleasing to American offi- 
cials. 

There is: every reason to believe 
that the United States will not accept 
the view of Great Britain that car- 
goes must be taken into port for ex- 
tended examination. While statistics 
advanced show that only forty-five 
cargoes out of 773 have actually got- 
ten into the prize courts, officials here 
note that no. mention is made in the 
British note of the great number ot 
cargoes detained: and subsequently re- 
leased. 

It was not the loss already suffered 
by the American commerce which 
brought forth the American note, but 
the desire to prevent commerce in the 
future from being mistreated. 

Officials regarded as novel} the argu- 
ment of Great Britain that it could not 
give unlimited adherence to the rules 
with respect to conditional contra- 
band destined for belligerent coun- 
tries because Britain’s enemies had 
departed “from hitherto accepted rules 
of civilization and humanity.” 

It was suggested that American 
commerce should not be forced to suf- 

fer because of circumstances over 
which this government or the Ameri- 
can people would have no possible 
control. 

As a whole, the note of the British 
government was regarded as satis- 
factory, though the state department 
will marshal statistics and facts to 
dispute some of its contentions. 


MARSHALL WILDER DEAD 


Slight Attack of Pneumonia Hastens 
End of Famoug Humorist 

Marshall P. Wilder, author and hu- 
morist, died at a St. Paul hotel of 
heart disease complicated by a slight 
attack of pneumonia. 

Since the death of his wife, more 
than a year ago, Wilder had been 
visibly depressed, his friends said, 
and this had affected his health. Two 
weeks ago he caught a cold which de- 
veloped into pneumonia. Wilder was 
born in Geneva, N. Y., in 1859.

ment in the suppression of the liquor 
traffic which, in its yearly toll of lives 
destroyed, homes ruined, and. property 
wasted, is infinitely worse than’ any 
epidemic of fever or plague. 
rthermore, I consider that it is an 
act of injustice for the government to 
a business and accept a large 
sum of money for a license’ to conduct 
this business, and then permit the 
citizens to interfere with and destroy 
that business so far as possible. 1 have 
come to the place where I believe in free 
rumornorum. If the business is proper 
and a benefit to the community, it 4 
not to have to bear the expense of a 
special tax; if it is a detriment to the 
community and destructive of moral 
and physical well-being, then it ought 
not to be fostered on any consideration, 
let alone a financial one. I do not be- 
lieve that the liquor traffic could stand 
for one year on its own merits. The 
internal revenue and high-license money- 
bribe are the things that keep the busi- 
ness going in the United States: 

Our effort for National Constitutional 
Prohibition is aimed at taking the gov- 
ernment out of all forms of alliance with 
the liquor traffic. Men who a few years 
ago terrrone that that was an im- 
possibility are now saying, “It has got 
to come.” That means that we have 
arrived at the beginning of the end of 
the fight. 

Physicians have very largely discon- 
tinued alcohol as a medicine. Scientists 
have labelled it as a poison where it used 
to be considered as a food. Business 
men are combining against it, for the 
saloon and compulsory compensation 
for industrial accidents cannot exist 
together. Social workers condemn the 
saloon as the greatest menace to our 
present-day civilization. William Jen- 
nings Bryan, the peerless leader of a 
triumphant democracy, has said that 
the time has come when political parties 
must go out of partnership with the 
liquor interests. If, as many apol 
for the liquor traffic now say, “Dru 
ness is a disease,” we say that the 
remedy is not to foster and propagate 
the disease, but to eradicate it. 

I appreciate the force of your argu- 
ment with reference to the necessity of 
a public sentiment that will demand the 
enforcement of law; but I cannot see 
how such a sentiment is to be effectively 
cultivated so long as we are dealing with 
an institution that is made lawful and 
given legal standing by our law-makers. 
It: would be difficult to make young 
people realize that stealing was wrong 
if the government licensed thieves. We 
stand for the branding of the saloon for 
what it is,—namely, an outlaw,—and 
the passage of laws that will punish the 
law-breaker and not furnish a way of 
evading punishment. 

If this letter were not already too 
long, I should like to set over against 
your reference’ to conditions in Maine, 
which personal experience leads me to 
think were somewhat exaggerated, the 
history of Kansas Prohibition, quoting 
the statements of governors, ex-govern- 
ors and other leading citizens of that 
State to the effect that the prohibition 
law of Kansas is as well enforced as any 
other law on their statute books, with 
the result that Kansas to-day is one of 
the most prosperous States in the Union.

The building is heated from the cen- 
tral heating plant in the Jackson build- 
ing. When but four rooms were being 
used it was possible to have them warm. 
at eight o’clock, the opening hour. At 
the present time it is necessary to have 
six rooms, including the hall, at a rea, 
sonable temperature. If the morning is 
cold it is quite impossible to do this. 
It.should be understood that the fault 
does not lie with the janitor. On a 
récent morning at a quarter of ten, when 
the teachers in the Jackson school had 
shut off all steam and were opening the 
windows to keep their rooms at a rea- 
sonable temperature, the thermometers 
in six of the rooms at Punchard stood at 
69; 67, 63, 60, 55; and 52 respectively. 
Diiting the two weeks preceding the 
Christmas vacation the temperature in 

e assembly hall once stood as high as 
sixty degrees; three mornings it was in 
the fifties, and the rest of the time in 
the forties. And this hall had to be 
used as a recitation and study room. 
In cold weather the basement room is 


thén the damp cement floor has a most 
uncomfortable chill. 

There is no properly lighted class- 
room in the building. Rooms one and 
two have a strong south light, but if the 
pupils near the windows are protected 
from the direct rays of the sun, those on 
the opposite side of the room have in- 
sufficient light, as is also the case on 
every cloudy day. Room four has ade- 
quate window space, but the light comes 
from the wrong side, and for right- 
handed pupils causes a bad shadow and 
consequent eye-strain. Rooms five and 
six aré the most poorly lighted ones in 
the building, and during the winter 
months the electric lights are in almost 
constant use. In the hall sufficient 
light falls upon the pupils’ desks but use 
of the few blackboards placed there is 
difficult as they are too far away and in 
the direction from which the bright 


light comes. The typewriting room has ' 


but one small window, while the prin- 
cipal’s. office is lacking both in natural 
light and ventilation. 

A gravity system is expected to take 
care of the ventilation, but in this 
building is inadequate. There is no 
room,in which the windows do not have 
to furnish most of the fresh air. With
